BERLIN, Sept. 9.—In a note 
made public tonight Germany ex- 
presses regret for the loss of 
American lives in the sinking of 
the steamer Arabic, but states 
positively that no indemnity for, 
sucl. loss can be granted the Unit- 
ed States. 

The expression of regret is 
whole hearted and without equiv- 
ocation. The imperial German 


government says that it “deeply |

—Germany’s note to the United States bear- 
ing on the sinking of the White Star line steamer 
Arabic on Aug. 19 is in the form of a memorandum 


under date of Sept. 7, the text of which follows: 


“On Aug. 19 a German submarine stopped the Eng- 
lish steamer Dunsley about sixteen nautical miles south of 


Kinsale and on the point of sinking the prize by gun- 
fire after the had left the vessel.

PLOT BECAME KNOWN LATELY 
It was only four days ago that the 


country became aware of the conduct 


which Brought about the request for 
the recall of the Austrian ambassador. 
Last Sunday Tax Cuicaco Trisune 
published the vital text of the Dumba 
letter which the British authorities found 
in the possession of Archibald. 

In this note Dr. Dumba spoke of his 


| proposals to “arrange strikes” in the 


Then followed this 
paragraph which ,he found it impossi-

TELIS OF PREPARED REPLY. 

Found also among Archibald’s belong- 
ings was a communication from the Ger- 
man ambassador to his government and 
a private letter, written by Capt. Von 
Papen, military attaché of the German 
embassy, to his wife, telling how he, in 
collaboration with Dr. Albert, the Ger- 
man privy councilor in charge of the 
pro-German propaganda in this country, 
had prepared a statement answering the 
charges of “ pernicious activity” pub- 
lished in the American press against Dr. 
Albert. 

The Von Papen letter is also said to 
have referred to the statement as some- 
thing which Washington offictaldom 
would swallow.” 

Publication of the Dumba correapond- 
ence ereated a profound impression in 
Washington, particularly when, on the 
same day that it appeared, Secretary of 
State Lansing admitted having received 
trom Ambassador Page by cable the text 
of the Dumba letter.

An attempt to bribe a Philadelphia

In 1849 M. Poulssin, the French min- 
ister, was handed hig passports and in- 
formed that this government would 
seek other channels of communica- 
tion with the government of France. 

Pouissin had been guilty of impu- 
dent language to the secretary of 
state, language which the French gov- 
ernment promptly disavowed. 

In 1855 the British minister, Mr.

rights to trade with belligerents. 


ARCHIBALD CASE IS CLIMAX. 


For some months past the govern- 
ment of the United States has been 
aware of the fact that there was a 
movement on foot to tie up ammuni- 
tion and other war supply plant, but 
until J. F. J. Archibald was held up in 
Falmouth on his way to Rotterdam last 
week and messages he was conveying 
for Dr. Dumba to the Austrian foreign 
minister were taken from him, this gov- 
ernment did not believe it had sufficient 
evidence to proceed against any offi- 
cials of either Germany or Austria, 
although any number of minor officials 
had been implicated in the disclosures 
which were made from time to time. 

Last fall, after it became apparent 
that Great Britain had gained control 
of the seas, German sympathizers in the 
United States began a propaganda to 
compel the administration to declare 
an embargo on the exportation of arms 
and ammunition.

PROPAGANDA ei RAPIDLY. 


Vollmer and Bartholdt even went to 
the German embassy here to discuss the 
proposition with the German ambassa- 
At the time it was believed in 
many quarters that their reception there 
afforded the United States sufficient 
cause to ask the recall of Ambassador 
von Bernstorff. I 4 

As the months passed the German 
propaganda assumed larger proportions. 
In November Secretary of State Bryan 
wrote a letter to Senator Stone, chair- 
man of the foreign relations committee 
of the senate, explaining the American 
position on the shipment of arms. 

In that letter the former secretary of 
state said that Germany was just as 
welcome to come to the United States 
and purchase munitions as Great Brit- 
ain or any other country. Mr. Bryan 
stated, however, that if the United 
States declared an embargo on the ez - 
portation of arms and ammunition sim- 
ply because one belligerent by superior

of American neutrality. | 
MANY OFFICIAIS INVOLVED. 


From time to time > from November 
until June various officials connected 


with the German embassy were alleged 
to be connected with the propaganda.

rich Albert, Capt. Boy-Dd, the naval at- 
taché, and Capt. von Papen, a military 


attaché. The United States looked on 
their activities with patience, however. 
One German official, however, aroused

quested to take him home. 

That person was Dr. Bernhard Dern- 
burg, former secretary for colonia! af- 
fairs for Germany, Dernburg came to 
the United States supposedly to direct 
German Red Cross work.

WARNING ON LUSITANIA, 


His efforts along these lines became 
so offensive that when he issued a warn- 
ing to Americans, following the sinking 
of the Lusitania, that if they persisted | 
in traveling on boats carrying ammuni- 
tion they took their lives in their own 
hands, the German ambassador was told 
in an informal way that he had to get 
Dernburg home. Safe conduct was ar- 
ranged for Him with. the allies. | 

Meanwhile Austria had remained in 
the background. Ambassador Dumba 
was what is commonly known as 4 
“gum shoe” diplomat. He was exceed- 
ingly friendly with former Secretary 
Bryan, and he frequently called on Mr.

NOTES ON ARMS EXPORTS. 

Austria in June opened the way for 
its ambassador's recall from e United 
States. 

That nation sent a note to tue United 
States protesting against the exporta- 
tion to the allies of arms and ammuni- 
tion. It admitted that this country had 
no intention of violating neutrality by 
permitting the exports; but it insisted 
that the exports had grown so in size that 
they really comprised a breach of neu- 
trality. 

The United States made a vilgorous 
reply to this note, in which it formally 
asserted the right of American manu- 
facturers to deal in war supplies. Fur- 
ther, this country informed Austria 
that it believed the preservation of that 
right was essential to the elimination 
of militarism throughout the world, for 
otherwise weaker nations would be un- 
able to resist the advances of stronger 
ones and those nations which gave 
more attention to commercial than to 
military development would be forced 
to turn themselves into armed camps 
to repel invas.on. 


GREAT VENDERS OF ARMS.

Russians Report New Victories. 
PETROGRAD, Sept. 9.—An official com- 


munication made public here tonight an- 


nounces another big success for the Rus- 
sians if eastern Galicia. Following their 
reported victory at Tarnopol it is stated 
that southwest’ of Trembowla during 
Sept. 7 and 8 the Russians took as pris- 
oners 150 officers and 7,000 men and that 
the Teutons retreated hastily toward the 
Strypa river. 

The communication adds that the Rus- 
gian captures since Sept. 3 on the Sereth 
front total 883 officers and over 17,000 
men and a great quantity of guns. 

As a strictly military event great im- 
portance .is attached to the victories by 
military men, who point out that the 
Germans had collected a force of Prus- 
man guards and Austrian brigades on a 
twenty mile front for the undoubted pur- 
pose of breaking through into the rich 
grain provinces of southwestern Russia. 


German Report of Campaign. 
BERLIN, Sept. 9.—Field Marshal von 
Mackensen has forced the Russians to 


tuska, sixty miles northeast of Brest Li- 
tovsk. This afternoon's. official state- 
ment indicated the Slavs were falling 
back toward the Pinsk-Minsk railway. 
The statement follows: 

“Army group of Field Marshal von 
Hindenburg: From the Baltic as far east 
as Olita there has been no important 
change.

ON WAR ISSUES 


Effort to Modify. Contraband 
ben Lauded: Taft Ad- 
dress Closing Fun. 


Seattle, Wash., Sept, 9.—President Wn- 
son and the state department were com- 
mended in resolutions adopted today by 
the American Bankers’ association for 
their efforts to obtain a modification of 
the cotton contraband orders by belliger 
ent powers. The resolutions state that 
the recent contraband declarations. 
threaten to affect seriously the marketing 
of the cotton crop. They praise President 
Wilson for “ commendable zeal and great 
efficiency in warding off impending ca- 
lamities.” 

The convention hall was crowded this 
afternoon with an audience to 
hear an address by William H. Taft He 
was introduced by President Law as a 
man of humor and a cheertub loser. 


Taft Sees Reforms a Failure. 
Mr. Taft asserted that practically all of 
the radical reforms attempted in connec- 
tion with politics, railroads, and “ big 
business" had failed of their purpose, 
causing the nation to halt in its progress, 
and that there must now be a “ retrac- 
ing to the line of moderation and justice.” 
He outlined the growth of large combina- 
tions in business, their successful adop- 
tion to politics, and how the “ chase for 
the dollar“ had absorbed all the people 
until they suddenly realized they were 
almost in the grasp of a plutocracy. It 
was then that agitation for reforms swept 
the country, he said.
